6. (Cuireatly Amended) The mobUe phone as recited in Claim 1 fuither comprising a keyboard 
including at least a section wherein a layout ihereof is defined by said downloaded ^ger interface 
data. 

7. (Currently Amended) The mobile phone as recited in Claim 1 farther comprising a main 
display including at least a section where dialogues or menus are displayed, said dialogues and said 
menus being provided by said downloaded user interface data. 

8. (Currently Amended) The mobile phone as recited in Claim 7 wherein said main display 
shows icons having associated functionality on a touch-screen area thereof wherein said icons and 
said associated ftoctionality is provided by said downloaded nser int^i^ge data. 

9. (Currently Amended) The mobile phone as recited in Claim 1 forther comprising a 
loudspeaker and an electronic circuitry connected thereto for driving said loudspeaker, said 
downloaded user interface data comprising melodies, speech messages or acoustic signals associated 
with functions of said mobile phone.

15. (Original) The mobile communication system as recited in Claim 13 wherein said mobile 
communication system is a Global System for Mobile Communications (GSM) communication 
system. 
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16. (Original) The mobile coiximunicatioD system as recited in Claim 13 wherein said mobile 
commvmication system is a Universal Mobile Telecommunications System (UMTS) Code Division 
Multiple Access (CDMA) communication system.

20. (Cuirently Amended) The mobile connmunication system as redted in Claim 13 wherein said 
downloaded user interface data defines a menu structure for fimctions of said mobile phone.

23. (Previously Presented) The system for configuring a mobile phone as recited in Claim 21 
wherein said external source is configored to download data employing a layered ^proach. 

24. (Cunently Amended) The system for configuring a mobile phone as recited in Claim 21 
wherein said runtime software includes a Resource Loader ihat is configured to determine a 
con^atibility of said downloaded user interface data and said run-time software. 

25. (Cunently Amended) The system for configuring a mobUe phone as recited in Claim 21 
wherein said end user tool includes a reso u me cnmniler confipiffed to generate a table with globa l 
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jll^ fi>Tmalion and said ma-time software is configured to employ said global informatioD to provide 
said interface is run ^'ia the Web. 
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
